Fireworks to Electrify New Years Eve Event 


By Norma Jean Babcock 


CHARLEVOIX: Council 
Members approved the 
Charlevoix Bridge Drop 
New Year’s Eve festivities 
to include a fireworks dis- 
play and started dis- 
cussing plans to sell bonds 
for improvements to the 
Waste Water treatment 
plant. 

Community members 
involved in organizing the 
second annual Bridge 
Drop event are excited to 
introduce fireworks to the 
festivities this year. Dan 
Barron, President of the 
Venetian Festival Board of 
Directors, requested per- 
mission for a small scale 
display with a lower alti- 


tude than the larger fire- 
works used at Venetian 
Festival which are fired 
from water barges further 
from the crowds. 

The proposed fireworks 
would fire above the 
northern bank of the Pine 
River Channel and to the 
south of the channel to- 
ward Lake Michigan. The 
display would last close to 
five minutes and be de- 
pendent on the weather 
conditions that evening. 
City Council was asked to 
approve this display, 
which will be the first 
land based display since 
Venetian Festival of 1997. 

Tn that year a tragic in- 
cident occurred due to 
land based fireworks. The 


fireworks were launched 
from trailers near the 
water when one of the 
shells exploded too soon 
and sent shards of the 
trailer into the nearby 
crowd, injuring multiple 
people and killing one 
man. Organizers made it 
clear that the fireworks 
planned for use at the 
Bridge Drop will follow all 
safety guidelines. 

“Tt’s as safe as we can 
make it,” said founder 
Rick Randall. He went on 
to explain that the shells 
and amount of fireworks 
would be much smaller 
scale than those used in 
1997, and that the display 
would use the most up to 
date codes and ordi- 


nances. 
The Council voted to ap- 
prove the permit pending 
approval of the Coast 
Guard in Sault Ste. Marie. 
In addition, the Council 
approved the beginning 
stages of a bond selling 
project meant to support 
Wastewater Treatment 
plant improvements that 
will hopefully be com- 
pleted by the end of 2015. 
These bonds would not be 
supported by general 
taxes but rather by the 
fees collected for them. 
Council gave the go 
ahead for bonding the 
project out as the first step 
in financing the improve- 
ments. The bonds will be 
issued for 20 years at an 


interest rate of 2.5% and 
will be sold by the Michi- 
gan Finance Authority. 
The project is estimated at 
roughly 12 million dollars, 
which City Manager Ron 
Straebel explains is a high 
estimate that may not be 
the actual cost. Many reso- 
lutions will need to be 
passed by City Council be- 
fore the bonds can offi- 
cially start selling. 

The bond issue will be 
taken up further at the De- 
cember 16th meeting, 
when the scope of the 
project will be further ex- 
plained.

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The Smithsonian is coming to Charlevoix 


The Charlevoix Public Library is 
pleased to announce they have been 
awarded a special Michigan Humani- 
ties Council grant to host the Smith- 
sonian’s Museum on Main Street: 
“Journey Stories” exhibit, February 3 
— March 21, 2014. Journey Stories tells 
the tale of how our ancestors came to 
America and the variety of different 
types of transportation utilized. Our 
history is filled with stories of people 
leaving behind everything to reacha 
new life in another state, or across the 
ocean. The 700 square foot exhibit in- 
cludes six stand alone kiosks all with 
audio, video and interactive pieces. 
There will also be an oral history piece 
where 90 second personal stories can 
be recorded and then uploaded to the 
Smithsonian’s Stories on Main Street 
website to be listened to for genera- 
tions to come! 

The Charlevoix Public Library, lo- 
cated in the heart of downtown 
Charlevoix at 220 W. Clinton St., strives 
to meet its mission by providing edu- 
cational resources for the community 
through unique opportunities such as 
this traveling Smithsonian exhibit. 
“We are excited to provide this high 
quality exhibit to northern Michigan, 
stated Val Meyerson; it’s certainly 


something we don’t see very often.” 

In partnership with the library, the 
Charlevoix Historical Society has cre- 
ated their own local journey story ex- 
hibit entitled: “Journeying to 
Charlevoix: Why they came and how 
they Traveled”. “Journeying to 
Charlevoix” will be on display at the 
Charlevoix Railroad Depot and open 
for visitors each Saturday during the 
exhibit time-frame and will include 
the themes: “We were here First”, 
about our earliest settlers, “Pushing 
the Boundaries” about opening the 
harbor, and the fishermen and lumber- 
men, “The Resort Era”, and “Riding 
the Rails & Cruising the Waters.” 

Charlevoix Historical Society 
President Denise Fate states, “We are 
very much looking forward to this 
event in partnership with the Library 
which will allow us to showcase the 
Railroad Depot and many local his- 
toric photos and artifacts to hundreds 
of students from the area.” 

The Charlevoix Historical So- 
ciety has been active since the late 
1800’s. Its main mission is to protect 
and preserve the iconic structures of 
Charlevoix: the South Pier Lighthouse, 
the Harsha House and Museum, and 
the Railroad Depot. The Society also 


provides community enrichment with 
programs and events to celebrate 
Charlevoix’s storied history. Major 
milestones of the organization include 
restoration of the Charlevoix South 
Pier Lighthouse and Railroad Depot 
and digitization and safeguarding of 
over 10,000 historic photos. Among its 
goals for the near future is acquiring a 
historic caboose to be on display at the 
Charlevoix Railroad Depot.

Dear Editor: 


As a newly-appointed school nurse, 
I’m careful to monitor the medications 
I keep on hand. But when I discovered 
we were storing at least 30 different 
types of medications that had already 
expired, I realized I didn’t know the 
proper way to dispose of them. Flush- 
ing them down the toilet didn’t seem 
like a good idea. 

That’s when I called the Health De- 
partment of Northwest Michigan, and 
learned about the Prescription and 
Over-the-Counter Drug (POD) disposal 
sites, located throughout this region. 
POD boxes are open to the public are 
used to dispose of expired, unwanted 


DRUG DISPOSAL PROGRAM 


or unused prescription and OTC drugs. 
You can also use them for the disposal 
of medicated ointments, sunscreen, pet 
medications, nutritional supplements, 
vitamins, liquid medications and 
drops. These potentially harmful sub- 
stances are then destroyed properly by 
qualified personnel. 

Moreover, the POD boxes help to 
keep kids and teens safe by offering a 
way to remove unwanted medications 
from people’s homes, where they might 
otherwise be abused or accidentally 
end up in the hands of children. And 
when these items are thrown in the 
trash or flushed down the toilet, they 
can contaminate surface, ground and 
drinking water.

The Holiday Traveler: Plan ahead for a healthy trip 


Thanks to 21st century travel, 
it’s pretty easy to get from 
Point A to Point B; in fact, over 
15 million people will travel 
abroad this year, with half of 
those traveling to developing 
countries. But wanderlust must 
be tempered by safety: don’t 
book that trip without also 
booking your immunizations. 
“Tt is very important to plan 
ahead when traveling to certain 
locations,” says H. Gunner 
Deery, MD, infectious disease 
specialist with Travel Clinic at 
McLaren Northern Michigan. 
“You don’t want an illness to be 
a part of your vacation memo- 
ries.” For travel health tips, 
read on. 

DISEASE AVOIDANCE — 
Know About Your Destination 

Share detailed information 
with your health care provider; 
in addition to your medical his- 
tory, your doctor will want to 
know your destination, length 
of stay, and planned activities. 
Are you touring museums or 
hiking the rain forest? Staying 


in established hotels or sleep- 

ing in a tent on the veldt? Your 

itinerary makes a difference. 
VACCINES — Get Your Shots 

Provide a complete vaccine 
record if possible. Vaccines dif- 
fer in terms of cost and risk, so 
providing a complete vaccine 
history will help your provider 
determine which vaccines are 
necessary. Routine vaccines in- 
clude tetanus, measles, and 
polio boosters, as well as 
diptheria/pertussis, zoster, 
human papiloma virus, and in- 
fluenza vaccinations. Those 
over age 65 should have the 
pneumococcal vaccine; chil- 
dren and teens should have a 
hepatitis B series. 

Foreign travel, however, has 
specific indications for vac- 
cines. Hepatitis A, typhoid, and 
rabies vaccines are recom- 
mended for certain travel. 
Meningitis is common in parts 
of Africa, and the meningitis 
vaccine is required for entry 
into Saudi Arabia. Yellow fever 
is found in sections of Africa

and South America, and immu- 
nizations are required for some 
regions or when crossing into 
other countries. Rural areas of 
Southeast Asia and South Asia 
are known for mosquito-borne 
Japanese encephalitis. Finally, 
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—— the flu (influenza) is common 


in North America during the 
winter months, but it occurs 
year-round in the tropics; trav- 
elers are urged to get the vac- 
cine yearly. Some vaccines 
require a minimum two-dose 
series, one month apart, so it is 
important to begin prepara- 
tions 6 —- 8 weeks before depar- 
ture. 

“Most travelers will never 
come into contact with these 
diseases, but it is prudent to 
take the necessary precau- 
tions,” adds Deery. “The world 
is accessible, and that includes 
its maladies.” 

PRESCRIPTIONS — Don’t 
Leave Home without Them 

Make sure that your prescrip- 
tions are filled before depar- 
ture. Carry a letter from your 
health care provider with con- 
tact information and prescrip- 
tions, along with a complete list 
of medications, their dosage, 
and their generic names. 

TRAVEL ADVICE AND IN- 
FORMATION 


If you are planning overseas 
travel, the Travel Clinic at 
McLaren Northern Michigan 
can help with vaccines, ad- 
vanced prescriptions, and 
health care planning. The 
Travel Clinic provides educa- 
tion on food and water precau- 
tions, altitude sickness, insect 
precautions, malaria prophy- 
laxis, and self-treatment of 
traveler’s diarrhea.

Do the Holidays Mean Weight Gain?

Beginning with 
Thanksgiving and 
through New Year’s Day, 
there are multiple oppor- 
tunities to deviate from a 
regular healthy eating 
plan. The common wis- 
dom for several years 
has been that the aver- 
age adult gains seven to 
ten pounds over the holi- 
days, starting the New 
Year with a resolution to 
lose weight. With 
overeating encouraged 
and almost expected, it 
might seem believable 
that substantial weight 
gain is a likely result. 

Let’s think about what 
a ten-pound weight gain 
would mean. With 3500 
calories per pound, a 
gain of ten pounds 
would require consum- 
ing 35,000 more calories 
than required to meet 
the caloric needs of the 
body. With around 35 
days from Thanksgiving 
through New Year’s Day, 
a weight gain of ten 
points would mean 
overeating by more than 
1000 calories per day. 

For reference, the 
daily calorie needs of an 
average moderately-ac- 
tive male is around 2500 
calories and an average 
moderately-active 
woman around 2000. 
Gaining ten pounds 
would be the equivalent 
of around 10 sugar cook- 
ies or ten squares of 
fudge each day in addi- 
tion to the required calo- 
ries for maintaining 
your current weight.

You may have heard a 
rumor that the Commu- 
nity Free Clinic is closing. 
I want to dispel this 
rumor and reassure you 
that the clinic is still in 
operation and available to 
those in need. 

Since 1998, the Commu- 
nity Free Clinic (CFC) has 
provided access to free 
medical care for individu- 
als with low income and 
no health insurance. 
From treating strep throat 
or the flu, to serving as a 
first stop after discharge 
from the hospital, to man- 
aging chronic illnesses 
like diabetes and high 
blood pressure, to provid- 
ing eye exams and refer- 
rals for dental issues, the 
CFC has provided care to 
many disadvantaged indi- 
viduals in our community. 
We have been able to pro- 
vide this uncompensated 
medical care thanks to 
our committed staff, 
many selfless volunteers, 
grants and the support of 
generous individual 
donors through the 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan Foundation. 

With the changing dy- 
namic of healthcare, ris- 
ing costs and the 
increasing burden of un- 
compensated care pro- 
vided by McLaren 
Northern Michigan, we 
are forced to change our 
focus from providing long- 
term, chronic care to re- 
turning to our original 
mission of providing 
episodic walk-in medical 
care. In essence, we are 
challenged with reducing

costs while remaining 
true to our purpose of 
serving as a “medical 
safety net” to our low-in- 
come, uninsured commu- 
nity members. A return to 
our original mission 
means we need to find 
medical homes for our 
many patients with 
chronic conditions. To ac- 
complish this transfer of 
care, we have teamed up 
with local physicians and 
the Community Health 
Center (a Federally Quali- 
fied Health Center located 
in the Health Department 
at 3434 M119 in Harbor 
Springs) to develop a plan 
to ensure the safe transfer 
of these patients. We 
started implementation of 
this plan at each of our 
patient care clinics in Sep- 
tember and continued 
through mid-November. 
During December we will 
not hold defined clinics, 
but our office will be open 
for staff to assist patients 
with questions, medica- 
tion refills and record 
transfers. Walk-in patient 
care clinics will resume 
on Wednesday evenings in 
January at our current lo- 
cation on the McLaren 
Northern Michigan cam- 
pus. 


The Community Free 
Clinic Is Not Closing 


What does all this mean 
for the Community Free 
Clinic? The CFC will be 
staffed exclusively by vol- 
unteers with the excep- 
tion of a part-time 
coordinator and all oper- 
ating expenses will be 
funded solely through do- 
nations and grants. 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan will continue to pro- 
vide support for our office 
space, office equipment 
and technical support. 
Now more than ever the 
success of the Commu- 
nity Free Clinic will de- 
pend on the generosity of 
donors, committed volun- 
teers and grants from 
foundations and commu- 
nity organizations. 

On behalf of the pa- 
tients, I want to thank 
everyone who has sup- 
ported the Community 
Free Clinic. In the coming 
year, our patients will de- 
pend on you, both asa 
supporter and as our ad- 
vocate in the community. 
The CFC has been a vital 
community resource for 
the past 15 years and with- 
out doubt has been an ex- 
pression of the true heart 
of our community. Please 
consider a donation to the 
McLaren Northern Michi- 
gan Foundation in sup- 
port of the Community 
Free Clinic.

The shop, 
one of six being rolled out in the or- 
ganization’s Eastern Michigan divi- 
sion between 2012 and 2014, opened 
on October 26th of last year, and is 
operated under the direction of Lori 
Oldenburg, Store Manager and Tim- 
othy Schroeder, Eastern Michigan 
Division Family Store Consultant.

Brian Jergenson, Business Man- 
ager for Salvation Army in Otsego 
County, notes, “In Otsego County, 
much of the funding we receive is 
used to help residents in need of as- 
sistance for paying utility bills.

Research shows that 
98.37% of residents now 
have access to broadband 
speeds of 10 Mbps down- 
load/1.5 Mbps upload; up 
more than 2% since April 

Lansing — Today in sup- 
port of GIS Day, Connect 
Michigan is announcing 
the release of its new 
broadband availability 
data. The research shows 
that the broadband avail- 
ability gap in Michigan is 
declining, with 98.37% of 
Michigan residents now 
having access to broad- 
band speeds of at least 10 
Mbps download/1.5 Mbps 
upload (including mobile 
wireless, but excluding 
satellite services), com- 
pared to 95.89% last April. 

“We have seen many new 
and existing broadband 
service providers investing 
and expanding service into 
previously unserved or un- 
derserved rural areas,” 
said Connect Michigan 
State Program Manager 
Eric Frederick. “While 
some communities still 
struggle with broadband 
access, Connect Michigan’s 
Connected Community En- 


gagement Program is 
working to identify these 
areas and connect them 
with service providers that 
are able to expand.” 

GIS Day celebrates the 
use of geographic informa- 
tion systems (GIS) to ana- 
lyze diverse topics in local, 
state, federal, and interna- 
tional applications. Con- 
nect Michigan has been
